Disastrous Explosion of Gas in One of

the Collieries of the Lehigh and

Wilkesbarre Company.
.—-—.—_._—-

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Oct, 20.—A terrible
explosion of gas occurred in No. 2 mine
of the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal Com-
pany, in South Wilkesbarre, between 1 and
2 o'clock this afterncon. Six men are
known to be dead and two injured. It
not yet known how many men were in the
mine at the time of the explosgion, but
twelve are reported missing, and it is be-
Heved all of these have perished, The dead
who have been brought to the surface are:

WILLIAM R, JONES, fire boss, marrieq,
with a family.

JOHN JOSKEPH, assistant mine foreman,
wife and. five children.

Others known to be dead but who eannot
be reached because of the mine damp are;

THOMAS OWENS, miner, married and
family.

WILIIAM LACEY, rock miner, married
and family.

; J 4 \\II::-': "HERRON, laborer, married and
amily,

JOSET'H WORTH,
famlily.

The injured, so far as known, are: David
Williams, overcome by black damp and in-
Jured on back and side; John Davis, over-
come by Iack damp.

The cause of the explosion will possilly
never be known. The mine was idle for to-
day. Usually there are from 400 to 50 men
employed In the mine. Had they all been
at work when the explosion occurred the
logs of Jife would have been fearful. The
only men in the mine this afternoon were
the company hands and fire hosses, who
were at work in the rock tunnel changing
the alr course. Among those at work in
the tunnel were: Thomas Owens, William
Lacey and James Worth. The piace was
very gaseous, and the men worked with
safety lamps. It is believed the gas was
fgnited by a blast. David Willlams, the
driver boss, was at the head of the slooe,
3 feet away, when the explosion occurred,
and was hurled some distance and injured,
He was the only one in that vicinity who
escaped alive. The explosion was so cevere
that it was plainly felt at the mouth of the
shaft. The roof of the fanhouse was blown
off and all the alrways and brattice Inslde
were wrecked and blown away. The alarm
was promptly given, and hundreds of men,
women and children rushed to the head of
the shaft. The grief of the womankind
who had husbands, sons or brothers in the
mine was heartrending.

The work of organizing rescue ga Nngs was
begun without delay. It was a perilous un-
dertaking, as the sequel proved, but no
man faltered. rire boss Willinm R, Jones
and assistant mine foreman John Joseph
selected the men for the Hrst party and
themselves led the way. All were over-
come by the dread afterdamp, but not until
they had found driver boss Lavid Williams,
All except Joseph suceceeded in reac hing the
footl of the shatt, and were removed lu the
surface, but the old fire boss \'\'iiiilm R,
Jones, -nuurnhwl to the dealy fire damp,
and cied in half un hour after . “ing vloug.:t
out, despite the efforts orf Drs. Stewart and
Petty, who did their utmost to revive him,
John Joseph, the other hero, became sep-
arated from the first party, and the sec-
ond rescuing party found his body und re-
moved it to the surface at 2:30 o'clock. A
number of company men w ho worked in a
different part of the mine reached the sur-
face by the No. 5 shaft, and also by an-
other opening. It is not thought possible
to reach the four men in the rock tunnel
until the air currents are opened.

Superintendent Lawall and other officials
of the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre company
were early un the scene, and did all in
human power to aid the men below. Many
streams of water were =ent down the shaft
to establish a temporary alr current while
the work of rescue was in progress, Lawall
helleves there m@y yet be six men inside,
but an old miner Insists there are twelve,
It is the general supposition that all are
dead. A rescue party of twelve men, in
charge of mine foreman John F. Jones, is
slowly moking way to the rock tunnel and
bullding sn nir passage the entire distance
to insure safety. The mine damp is very
bad, and the work of rescue is progressinge
at great risk. On March 2, 1860, in this
same colliery eight men were imprisoned
and died before they could be renched by
the rescuing party.

Later—The bodies of Thomas Owens Wil
liam Lacey, James Herren and J. A, Worth,
who were at work in the tunnel, were
found at 9 o'clock. They were horribly
burned and hardly recognizable. The res-
cuers are now at work clearing the tunnel
in the expectation of finding more bodies,
1t is belleved now, however, that
total number of dead.

NORFOLK, Va., Oct. 29.—The Hon. W.
Bourke Cockran, the New York Demo-
cratic orator, who has been stumping the
country against Bryan and the Chicago
platferm, and who had several stormy ex-
periences in the West, was given a hot re-
ception here this afterncon. The silver
Democrats and Populisis seem to have a
“grudge’ against the great orator, and
they determined he should not speak here,
but he did, though his words could not be
| heard half the time for hisses and interrup-
tions. The action of the Bryanlies is se-
vercly condemned by the sound-money
Democrats and Republicans, whe say a
few more such exhibitions cf rowdyism and
intolerance would forever take Virginia ou
of the solid South column.

Great preparations were made for Mr,
Cockran’s speech. Armory Hall had put on
a gala dress. A stand had heen erected on
the west side of the hall draped with Amer-
ican flags, also the western gallery front,
the flags being borrowed from the navy
yard for this and other like occasions of
the campaign. By 2 o'clock, the time set
fer the speaking, 3,000 people had gathered
in the hall, many being drawn by curios-
ity, and of these a great number were sil-
veriter, proclaimed so0 by the wearing of
buttens and badges.

At 2 p. m. to the strains of “Hail tp the
Chief” from the naval post band, stationed
in the north gallery, Mr. Cockran entered
the hall, escorted by the gold standard lead-
ers in this city. He was greeted with
cheers, followed by cheers for Dryan anid
Sewall, and for Young and McKinleyv. As
Mr. Cockran moved to the frant of the
stage he was greeted with mingled cheers
and hisses. The latter demonsiration Mr,
Cockran made use of, and he remarked:
“1 never object to Populistic arguments,
and these shouts are among the best of
them 1 have heard. Populists can’'t walt
for success, before they bhegin their
lishment of disorder. I stand here
pose the wrong done our party by
men.”’

Here he was again interrupted by cheers
for Bryan, and some one cried “Put him
cut!”

“No,"” said Mr. Cockran,
as #n object lesson.”

Later, asking ‘“‘what do the Populists
propose to do?" he waved his hand towards
the door, where the c¢rowd that filled
the hall, probably numbering was
mest dense, and romarked: *““Tne disorderly
attempts Lo suppress froe speech Iin this
campaign as showed by these rufllans is
indication."

BISHOP WHIPPLE SPEAKS,

In Vigorous Terms He Condemns the
Blasphemous BEryan Campaign,
Sneclal to the Indiananslis Journal.

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—One of the notable
features of the present political campalgn
Fes beon the outspoken utterances of lead-
ing clergymen against the would-be cur-
rency debasers, repudiationists and law-
deflers of the Popoeratic party. Arch-
bishop Iréland and other prelates of the
Catholic Chureh heve come out openly for
the Republican ucket, and a numbeér of
Protestant bishops have likewise advocatad
the elestion of Major MeKinley. In an in-
terview here Bishop Whipple, of Minnesota,
says:

“When T reflect on what has really
it possible for this demonstration uander
the lead of Bryan to be made, I realize
fully what the awful import of those forces
is. It does not mean Iaw and order—it
means the opposite. 1t does not mean na-
tional honor and faith—i{t means the re-
verse. It means the desperate perll of ali
that would put a republican democracy in
danger, and of the very agencies which
have destroyed all republics in the past.

‘It is a greater peril than confronted us
In 1861, At the worst, that would have re-
sulted only in a division of the Union. We
should have had two repubiics’ instead or
one, but each of them would have been
lnwabiding republics, each of them gov-
erned in the main by the same principlea
that governed the United States prior to
fil. The same principles of the republican
government I mean. But thls proposition
weans government without reasonahble law
means the beginning and rapid growth of
every detestable thing, means the absclute
tlr_-snfm't ion of cur fabric of government as
the inevitable result of such a thing.

“Now,” he continued, “being convineced
that these abhorrent forces are the dom-
inant ones In this new movement, 1 was
filled with anxiety, not because 1 fearcd
that this or that pariy would be over-
thrown, but because it seemed o me that
cur life as i nation, and our honor and our
glory were in peril of desperate and shame-
less things, In my anxiety 1 went to an old
friend, a man who has been 4n influential
Democrat, 4 man of high business charne-
ter and noble manner of life, and 1 sala
to him that T was in great anxiety, in
much distress about these things. 1 did
feel that in the end it would ali be weli,
and that it Ewrhmm might be a part of the
purpose which has go signally gulded this
Nation, that there be one supreme (est be-
tween the forces of order, law and mor-
ality, and the low and vile impulses which
sometimes control considerable bodies of

men.
“*My friend said to me: ‘Bishop, let us
things. What do we see

look at these

everywhere? We find the great hody
of intellicent and Influentinl Democrats re-
pudiating this thing and determining to op-
pose it, either in alliance with the Repub-
lHeans, or by independent action. We find
that the griat majority of men of busineas
who have achieved much for the prosperity
of this country are standing with frm frong
in opposlition to this thing.

“We find that that portion of the press
of the Unitad States, which is in reality a
molder of, public opinion, and a fair rep-
resentative of the most intelligent sentl-
ment, stands with practical unanimicy in
opposition to the Chicago platform. We
find not a =ingle man who has had expert-
enee in matters of finanee wno doeg not
denounce these propesitions as utterly de-
structive to prosperity and ruinous to ad-
vancement.

“We find the religicus influences
evervwhere in the UUnlted Stateg firm
support of public and private morality and
good faith. That being so, ¢an 1t Le pos.
sible that our civilization has so degraded
that all the foreoes to which thes: Influences
are antogonistic may be so massed ns to
prevail and galn control of our country?

While his frantic efforta
and mad rush from place to place in the
city have attracted many people, a large
proportion of them not only wear yvellow
badges, but show their lovalty to MeKin-
ley by cheers for him at the conclusion
of Bryan's remarks. Wherever Bryan
speaks MeKinley speakers scon put in their
appearance, and if it were possible for
Bryan's speeches here to have any Influ-
ence on voters it would be more than off-
by the work of McKinley speakers
throughout the clty.

Senator Tillman's appearance in the pub-
lle squares of Chicago at this time Ia
Ikened unto the notorious “sand lot” ap-
peals of Dennis Kearney in San Frareiseo,
and his work ¢ doing good service far the
sound-money canuse,

After some of the tenants of Temple=
court Building, No. Dearborn street,
had listened to Bryan's speech to-day they
tore down the American flag and trampled
it under foot. This created intense
indignation among other occupants of the
building, and for a thne it looked as
though serious trouble would result. It
was reported that the offense was come
mitted by directors of the American EFail-
wiy Union, but R, M, Goodwin sald: *For
the past two or three weeks campuign
dodgers of all kinds have bheen thrown in
the office. They have usnally laln where
they were thrown, and this was the case
to-day, when about fifteen or twenty fags
with McKinley and Hobart pictures print-
ed on them were thrown in. the door.
No dattention was pald te them. We
had no Intention of lnosulting the flag.
The report that Mr. Debs or Mr. Burns was
present is sheer nonsense. Neither gen-
tleman was here, there was no meet-
Ing of directors nor was the American flag
insulted in any way."

After Chairman Hanna had thls evening
